From the Beginning of the Rebellion, and the firſt 
Motion of the King's Troops in Scotland, it was generally 
believed, that Sir John Cope had acted with leſs Vigilance 
than he ought to have done; and all the Advantages of the 
Rebels, previous to the Battle of Pre/on-Pans, were by the 
Publick, imputed to his Miſmanagement ; ſo that I think 
myſelf fufficiently authorized, by the concurrent Opinion 
of Mankind, to declare, That I conſidered all the Difficul- 
ties in which the Rebellion, afterwards, involved us, as en- 
tirely owing to the Miſconduct of Sir John Cope. And, that 
I may not be accuſed of having formed a confuſed and vague 
Judgment, without having conſidered the Particularities of 
the Matter in Queſtion, I muſt beg leave to give a ſhort

the General, For, it hath been believed, that the Troops 
4d not march from Stirling ſo ſoon as they might have done, 
nor made that Expedition in their March, as was expected; 
by which Means the Rebels were enabled to collect their 
Numbers, to confirm their wavering Friends, to animate 
their Party, to march, to the Southward of Fort-Auguſtus, 
and to take Poſſeſſion of the Corriarrick. It was farther 
believed too, that notwithſtanding all theſe Advantages, 
neither the Strength, nor Poſition, of the Enemy was ſuch, 
when Sir Fohn Cope arrived at Dalwhinny, as ſhould have 
deterred him from proſecuting his March over the Corriar- 
rick, and endeavouring to diſlodge them; and even had 
this Meaſure appeared too raſh, yet, the marching to Inber- 
et ſeemed the moſt imprudent Step that could poſſibly be 
taken; for, it obviouſly left Edinburgh, and the whole 
South of Scotland, to the Diſcretion of the Rebels, as there: 
was no other Force to check their Progreſs than two Kegi- 
ments of Dragoons. To this March towards Inverneſs, all 
the future formidable State of the Rebellion hath been uſually 
aſcribed ; it being ſuppoſed, that the Arms the Highlanders 
met with at Edmburgh, and the Reputation and Courage 
they acquired by their Progreſs in the South, were the prin- 
cipal Circumſtances which emboldened them to attack the 
King's Troops at Pre/ton-Pans, and were the Source of all 
the Encouragement they afterwards received, both from our 
domeſtick and foreign Enemies. But how ſtrongly ſoever 
the publick expreſſed their Diſapprobation of the Meaſures 
purſued by Sir Fohn Cope, previous to the Battle of Prefton- 
Pans, this was far ſhort of their Cenſures of his Conduct in 
that Action; ſince it was almoſt univerſally thought, that 
the Troops under his Command had been attacked before 
they were formed, and were, in ſome fort, ſurprized, by 
an Enemy who had continued within a Mile of them, for 
at leaſt twenty Hours preceding the Battle. It was believed 
too, that inſtead of endeavouring to retrieve, by his Acti- 
vity, and Preſence, the Confuſion and Rout, which, it was 
ſuppoſed, his own Miſmanagement had occaſioned, the 
General was the firſt who abandoned the Field, and leaving 
his Troops to the Mercy of the Enemy, retired with the 
utmoſt Precipitation to a Place of Safety. 
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This is, I preſume, a faithful Abſtract of the Opinions of 
the Majority of the Nation, with regard to the Behaviour 
of Sir John Cope; ſo that, when in the latter End of the

summer 1746, his Majeſty was pleaſed to appaint a Boy)

This Enquiry was indeed managed with a Striftneſs, and 
Solemnity, that excluded all Suſpicion of Biaſs, or Partialiy, 
The General Officers who preſided, were, Field-Marſy 
George Wade, Preſident, Lieutenant-General Charles Loi 
Cadogan, Lieutenant-General John Follioit, Lieutenant - Ce. 
neral Charles Duke of Richmond, and Lieutenant- Genen 
Fobn Guiſe, None of theſe Gentlemen had, at any time, 
been ſo much as ſuſpected of a Behaviour the leaſt reſemblin 
that charged on Sir John Cope; but, were all of them, a 
unblemiſhed Honour, and diſtinguiſhed Juſtice, and were 
competent Judges of the Matters entruſted to their Exami. 
nation. Every Officer who had marched with the Amy 
from Stirling, or had been at the Battle, was ordered to at. 
tend, except a few whoſe Service could not be diſpenſed 
with, and whoſe Letters, therefore, were permitted to be 
read. The Volunteers too, who were prefent at Preſton- Pau 
were deſired to appear, and to declare all they bad obſerved. 
The Examinations were taken publickly, in the great Room 
at the Horſe-Guards, where any Gentleman was permitted 
to enter, and where there were never leſs than one hundred 
and fifty Auditors. The Enquiry laſted, five Days, from 
ten in the Morning, till three in the Afternoon. There 
were above forty Witneſſes examined, and the Board fre- 
quently enquired if there were any Officers who had ſerved 
under Sir John Cope, who had not been ſummoned. But 
they found, that except a few who could not be ſpared, 
but, whoſe written Evidence was read, there were none. 
In the Courſe of the Proceedings, publick Notice was often 
given, That if any Perſon, either knew, or had been in- 
formed, of any Fact, or Circumſtance, contradictory to 
the Evidence then given, it was a Duty he owed to his 
King and Country, to acquaint the Board therewith. The 
Board at the ſame time declaring, That all ſach voluntary 
Witneſſes might be aſſured of Protection, and might, at 
their own Option, either give their Information in Publick, 
or in a private Room by themſelves. I muſt add too, ”

the Board were ſo extremely attentive to every Matter, 


e Enquiry they were engaged in, that they ordered the 
15 07 Rr Secretary of State 
for Nerth-Dritain,' and Sir John Cope, to be read, and to 
de annexed to their Report, leſt the Letters omitted ſnould 
contain ſuch Particulars as might explain the detached Paſ- 
ſages in a different Senſe from what they bore when conſi- 
dered apart. Nay farther, when the Enquiry was, in all 
Appearance, finiſhed, and the Board had adjourned to a 
ditant Day, in order to give their Opinion of the Report, 


which was then, in good Meaſure, drawn up, cne of them 


having accidentally heard that there was a Perfon who aſ- 
ſerted, he had been preſent in the Battle of Pre/ton-Pans, 
and, who was ſaid, to relate many things, differently from 
the Witnefſes examined by the Board, a Summons was 
hereupon immediately ſent him, and his Examination was 
taken, and annexed to the Report. | 

As I conſtantly attended the Board, and as I had been, 
myſelf, ſtrongly perſuaded, that the general Cenfure of Sir 
John Cope's Conduct was well grounded, it was no ſmall 
Surprize to me, to find, on the Enquiry, \ that the various 
Matters with which he was charged, appeared ſo very diffe- 
rent from my Prepoſſeſſions about them. I could not, indeed, 
impute this, either to the Partiality of the Judges, the Ma- 
nagement of the Accuſed, or the Colluſion of the Eviden- 
ces, ſince, the Methods of proceeding, already deſcribed, 
were inſuperable Obſtacles to all theſe Artifices. Howe- 
ver, as Opinions once ſtrongly imbibed are not eaſily depar- 
ted from, I could not, immediately, perſuade myſelf, that 
a Perſon, whom I had long conſidered, as extremely 2 
able, was, really, ſo totally free from Reproach, as the Re- 
ſult of theſe Examinations ſeemed to conclude : and there- 


fore ſtill ſuſpecting ſome Fallacy, I did not reſt ſatisfied till 


I had procured an authentick Copy of all the Evidence, ſuch 
as is contained in the following Sheets, and ſuch as it was 
delivered to his Majeſty by the Board: And now, laving 
the whole Matter before me, which I could compure and 
review, with more Attention and Deliberation, than could 
be done by only hearing the Examinations, I at length was 
fully perſuaded, that the Reproach and Odium throv n on Sir 
John Cope by the publick Voice, were ai:ogether grovndle(s ; 
and that no Part of our Misfortunes in Sc could, with 
the leaſt Shew of Juſtice, be imputed to kim. 
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For it will appear to every one who peruſes the enſaln 
„Sheets, with Tate „ That, m_ the firſt Hour wh en 
Foln Cope was informed of the Pretender's Son being landet 
In Scotland, he loſt no Time in putting the Troops in Mo. 
tion, and in making all neceſſary Preparations for a Mag 
to the Northward ; that as ſoon as his Bread, and Money, 
were ready, which was in ten Days, he actually marched 
from Stirling, firmly perſuaded that he ſhould be joined on 
the Way, by ſome of the well- affected Clans, for whom 
he had provided Arms: That his March was continually 
' retarded by the loſing of his Proviſion-Horſes, and the De. 
ſertion of their Drivers, which, no Precautions could pre. 
vent: That, at Creif, he found himſelf diſappointed of 
the Succours he had expected from the well- affected Clans 
in that Neighbourhood, and would, therefore, have if. 
. pended his March, had he not been tyed down by poſitine 
Orders: That at Dalwhinny, he received Advice of the Re. 
bels having poſſeſſed themſelves of the Faſtneſſes of the 
Corriarick, where they propoſed to wait for him; and that 
_ thereupon after the moſt ſerious Deliberation, and maturel 
- weighing the Conſequence of every other Meaſure, it wa 
- unanimouſly reſolved in a Council of War, to march to- 
wards Inverneſs. „ * 
And that this Step may be viewed in its true Light, itis 
. neceſſary to deſcribe the Road acroſs that Mountain, 
. whence it will appear, how great the Riſque would have 
been of attempting that Paſſage. The South Side of the 
 Corriarick is of ſo very ſharp an Aſcent, that the Road 
traverſes the whole Breath of the Hill ſeventeen times be- 
fore it arrives at the Top. The Road in deſcending on the 
North Side is flanked for a conſiderable Space by a Wood, 
and is croſſed by a large Hollow, which is the Bed of a 
Torrent, and whoſe Banks are fo extremely ſteep, that it 
is not paſſable but by a Bridge, which was. poſſeſſed by 
the Rebels, and could have been broken down in a very 
| ſhort time, if they had found it neceſſary. From this De- 
ſcription it is plain, that a very ſmall Force, who were 
Maſters of the Hill, were capable of ſtopping, or even de- 
feating a conſiderable Army that ſhould attempt to diſlodge 
them. For, each Traverſe, in aſcending, is commanded 
by that above it; ſo that even an unarmed Rabble, who 
were poſted on the higher Ground, might without 2

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| themſelves , extremely harraſs the Troops in their March. 
Whence, the 3 to force ſeventeen Traverſes, 
every one of them capable of being thus defended, was an 


Undertaking which it would have been Madneſs to have 
engaged in, with a Number, inferior to the Enemy, eſpe- 


cially as the Highlanders, from their Knowledge of the 


Country, their natural Agility, and their Attachment ta 
Ambuſhes and Skirmiſhes, would, in this Situation, have 
indulged their Genius, and would, doubtleſs, have proved 
moſt formidable Opponents. Beſides, could it be ſuppoſed, 
that by the Bravery of the Troops, or an uncommon Share 
of good Fortune, all theſe Paſſes had been cleared, and 


the Army arrived on the Top of the Corriarrich, yet, the 


Deſcent would have been ſtill more hazardous, and, if the 
forementioned Bridge was broke down, became abſolutely 
impoſſible ; for then neither a Carriage, nor a Baggage 
Horſe could have croſſed the Hollow. | OE 


The paſſing the Corriarrict, then, proving impracticable 


by the Time Sir John Cope arrived at Datwhi:ny, and his 
Orders being poſitive to march to the Chain of Forts, In- 
verreſs was the only Part of that Chain to which the Army 


could proceed. But, even independent of the Orders of the 


Secretary of State, the March to Inverne/s (whatever its 


Conſequence might prove) appeared the muſt prudent Mea-

It appears, by the enſuing Examination, that when the 
Rebels advanced to the Southward, and the Propoſal for 
forcing them back by a Diverſion, proved abortive, Sir Joby 
Cope loſt no Time in endeavouring to get into the Neigh- 
bourhood of Edinburgh before them. As the returning by 
Land was tedious and hazardous, on Account of the Te 
cult Country, and Rivers which lay in his Way, where the 
Rebels might deſtroy the Roads, break down the Bridges,

But the moſt extraordinary Part of the enſuing Report, 
and what, I conceive, will be digeſted by the Publick, with 
the moſt Reluctancy, is, the Account therein given of the 
Battle of Preſlon-puns. For, ſurely, after the Prepoſſeſſions 
which have to long prevailed, it will not be eaſily credited, 
tat the Field of Battle for the King's Troops, was well 
chofen ; that their Diſpoſition was prudent, that the Army 
wes perfectly formed before the Rebels attacked it; that 
after the Pregoons, both on the Right and Leit went

them. Whilſt we were obliged to truſt publick Fame for 
our Info: mation, and the intereſting Nature of the Subject 
would not permit us to keep our Judgment in Suſpence, we 
were not, perhaps, to be blamed for forming ſuch Opi- 
nions of this Gentleman, as tallied with the faulty Accounts 
we could procure.

But ſince the publick Tranqui- 
lity is happily reſtored, and the ſtriking Occurrences of new 
Marches, new Sieges, and new Battles are ceaſed ; it is pre- 
ſumed the annexed attthentick Account, though it be of 
Tranſactions long ſince finiſhed, may in the preſent Leiſure 
of Mankind, be conſidered, Beſides, as precipitate Judg- 
ments are uſually attended with a vehement Obſtinacy, which, 
Confutation, and Contradiction, ſerve only to inflame, I be- 
lieved that this Diſpoſition, like all other violent Paſſions, 
was only to be calmed by Time ; and that till Mens Minds 
| had been ſuffered to grow cool, they would not bear to be 
told how ſtrangely they had been deceived, I conceive, 
too, that on other Accounts, the preſent Conjuncture is 
the moſt proper that can be choſen, ſince, as we are now 
at Peace with all foreign Powers, no Imputation of Im- 
propriety can be urged againſt the diſcloſing to the World 
any of the Facts or Correſpondence contained in the Re- 
port and its Appendix.

The Dragoons upon the Left, about the ſame Time went off

Seeing the Dragoons go off in this Manner, I went to the Foot;

Our Foot gave them 
their Fire ; but the right Flank being expoſed, by the going off 
of the Dragoons, and attack'd by a large Body of the-Rebels, 
broke from the Right.

Time one Squadron of them was form'd, the other being in ty 
Bodies, a Body of the Rebels preſented themſelves at the End of 
the Village, and halted upon their ſeeing the Dragoons forn'd, 
Upon which it was propoſed to attack them with the Squadra 
that was formed, ſeeing they ſtood in awe. But they could nothe 
vailed on to ſtir one Foot: Upon which we thought it necel. 
Jary to move them ſtill further off; and as ſoon as the March be. 
gan, the Men immediately began to gallop off, And it un 
und, that there was no other Way of getting them to make: 
decent Retreat, but by keeping upon their Head in order to keey 
them back. I conſulted with the principal Officers, and it wa 
agreed upon by all of them, that the belt Way left us, was to 
march to Berwick, by the Channel. Kirk Road. In Conſequence 
of which we turned South, and halted at Lacoder to refreſh the 
Men; from thence I ſent ſuch an Account of this unhappy Afai 
to the Marquis of Taweeddale, as I could then give.

The exact Numbers of the Troops preſent in the Battle, canndt 
be determined with abſolute Certainty, their Returns being laſt: 
By the beſt Accounts that could be got, we were about 600 Horte, 
and 1400 Foot, befides a ſmall Number of the Highland Regi- 
ment; and the Rebels were about 5500 in the Field, 
As to the Account that is here given of the Action, I could 
not ſee the whole of it myſelf by reaſon of the Day's not being 
fully broke when it þegan, and the Attack beginning in a — 
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bort tine after we were form'd : But what I did not ſee li taken 
{rom the Adjutant-General, and other Officers and Gentlemen, 
who were Eye-Witneſſes of the Facts they gave an Account of. 

| My Lord Loudon is at Fort- Auguflus, the Service does not admit 
of his leaving his Poſt, But he and my Lord Drummore ſent me 
their Accounts of the Battle, ſo far as their Situation allowed them 
toſee of it. And as in the Account which I have given of it, I 
have taken ſome Circumſtances from thence, I beg Leave to deli- 
ver in to the Board; for their further Satisfaction, their Lordſhips 
Letters to me,“ and likewiſe a Letter of Lord Home's wrote from 
Lawder (where we firſt halted with the Dragoons) to the Duke of 
Argyle : And the Earl of Stair's Account of a Letter of my Lord 
Iaudon's to his Lordſhip, wrote alſo from the ſame Place on the 

Day of Battle. I have here Letters which I have received from 
ſeveral of the Officers who were preſent in the Battle, and are 
now upon Duty in the Country, relating to what they ſaw of my 
Behaviour in the Action; but as there are Officers enough in 
Town who were Witneſſes to it, I am unwilling to give the 
Board the Trouble of reading them. 

After having read this Narrative, Sir John Cope was deſired to 
explain to the Board, by whom the Orders were given, which 
he has therein mentioned to have been r&eived by Colonel Gar- 
dener, to attack that Body of the Rebels after they were broke 
with running over the Cannon and Artillery Guard.

N the 19th of Sept. 1745, we landed at Dunbar, and that 
0 Nicht got moſt of the Artillory on Shore, On the 18th we 
continues In the fame Camp, the Dray,oon; who joined us there, 
having been fo fatigued they covld not march, On the 19th we 
marched and encamped on the North-Weſt of Hadllington. On 
the 20th we marched in Order to take a ſtrong Camp near Mu/e/- 
burgh, On the March the n was ſent for 
ward, and the Earl of Leudn along with him, to reconnoitre the 
Ground. When they came near Mu/e/burgh, they ſaw the High- 
landers in full March towards them, As ſoon as they were ſatis- 
fed by their Glaſſes, that it was the whole Body of the Rebels, the 
Earl of Loudon returned to Sir Fohn Cope to acquaint him, and met 
him in the Plain that lies between Seaton and Preſton.

The 
Plain is bounded on the Eaſt by Seaton, on the Weſt by Preſton, on

It now beginning to grow. dark, Sir John Cope thought it pro- 
er to take up his Night Poſt, which he did along the Morals, a 
fre more to the Eaſt than his Situation had been in the Day : 
For his Security, he poſted two Platoons on his Right, in the Road 
that paſſes through between the Stone Walls of Colonel Gardener's 
and Mr. Erſtine's Encloſure; the Quarter-Guards lay conſidera- 
bly advanced in the Meadows and Moraſs, where great Fires were 
made, and the Pickets lay advanced on the Side of the Ditch to 
ſupport them. On the Right there was a grand Guard of a hun- 
dred Dragoons, with a Captain and two Subalterns; on the Left 
another, from which the Cornet was advanced with thirty Dra- 
goons near Seaton, the Lieutenant with the ſame Number to ſup- 
port him on the Side of the Moraſs, and the Captain and Quarter- 
Maſter to ſupport him, with forty Dragoons, at the Entry of one 
Gi the Roads into the Moraſs; thoſe Parties patrolled all Night up 
to Scaton, and acroſs the Moraſs, and quite up to the Enemy; 
from whom we had very good Intelligence the whole Night, of 
every Motion the Enemy made. | 

The Baggage was ordered up to our Rear, and the Highlanders 
pared without it; and for our Security in that Quarter, the Squa- 
dron of Colonel Gardener's Regiment, which was in the ſecond 
Line, was poſted towards Preſton-Pans, with advanced Parties be- 
fore tuem, to prevent any Body of Troops coming that Way: And

In this Polltion we continued all Night. About three in the 
Morning tue Patrols brought an Account that the Rebels were 
moving towards the Eaft, and it was thought were going off: This 
Report continued till about Day-break.

When they had covered about two third, 
of our Front, there ſeemed to be a great Confuſion among then, 

but ill kept on, and in a few Seconds were formed into five (quae 
Bodies or 1 that on the Left the largeſt, and about twenty 
deep; I myſelf ſaw but three of thoſe Bodies, from the Situation 
I happened to be in on the Right. 

The Body on the Left of the Rebels, continued {till running til 
they were _ to our Artillery, which was then firing on 
them, and at firſt made a great Shake among them; on which our 
Troops huzza'd, which they returned, and immediately got in 
order again, and came directly up in the Face of che Cannon, 
whilſt the other Bodies moved ſlowly, till they ſhould ſee whether 
they would take Effect or not; when they came near, Colonel 
Whitney received Orders, as there were no other 'Uroops to diſturb 
him, to march his Squadron out of the Line, in order to attack 
them in Flank, before they came up to the Cannon : On which 
he immediately marched out and wheeled his Squadron, and got 
within Piſtol-Shot of their Flank ; when, on four or five Shots 
coming from the Flank of the Highlanders, the Men ſtopt, and 
could not be got along any further, notwitaſtanding all the Colonel 
and other Officers could do, and immediately the Rear Rank be- 
gan to run away, and the reſt followed in Tens and Twenties. 
Colonel Gardener then received Orders to attack this Body, after 
they were broken with running over the Cannon and Artillery- 
Guard; for the moſt of them kept directly on.

By 
this Time the Highlanders were entirely mixed with the Foot, 
and being lighter, were as far advanced as they, By this Time 
the Dragoons had halted at Mr, Erftine's Wall; on which the 
General rode up to them, in Hopes there to make a Stand, but 
to no Effect; for they ſtood with their Croops to the Enemy, and 
all the World could not turn them, though the Highlanders were 
continually firing at them as they came running on. In this Situ- 
ation there was nothing left but to carry them through the Defile, 
in order to form them before the Village, which was accordingly 
done, The Earl of Home ſtood in the Road, with his Piſtol in 
his Hand, to turn them into the Field, where there were about 
three Squadrons gathered. By the Time that one was pot formed, 
and the others got gathered into two Bodies, a Body of Highlanders 
preſented themſelves at the End of the Lane. On ſeeing the Dra- 
00ns formed, they halted ; on which it was propoſed to attack 
Rem with the Squadron that was formed, ſeeing they ſtood in 
Awe; but they could not be brought to move one Foot, On 
which Sir John thought it neceſſary to move them till further off: 
and, as ſoon as the March begun, the Officers fell in the Rear, as 
uſual in Retreats ; but the Men immediately begun to gallop off : 
And it was found, that there was no other Way of getting them 
to make a decent Retreat, but by keeping on their Head, in order 
to keep them back. They were formed three different Times to- 
wards the Enemy, to make the Retreat as decent as poſlible ; after 
which Sir John conſulted with the principal Officers that were 
along with him, which Way he ought to move. It was agreed 
on by all, that it was improper for him to go to Edinburgh with 
ſo ſmall a Force, when it was evident he could not defend it from 
the Rebels; and that the only Thing he had left was to get back 
to Berwick, to join the Dutch who were expected there. In Con- 
ſequence of which he turned South, and the Troops lay that Night 
at Goldtream and Cornhill. | | |

after Five, the Rebel Army attack'd and entirely routed that of 
his Majeſty commanded by Sir John Cope: We came in Sight of 
them Yeſterday on their March, and Sir John Cope being informed 
of it, he (being likewiſe upon his March) immediately halted, 
and formed, upon a Field to the Eaſtward of the Village of Prefon. 
The Enemy's whole Army appeared upon the riſing Grounds to 
the South of ours ; they formed, and kept marching and counter- 
marching till it was dark, in order to deceive us. Tho' we have 
been moſt unfortunately beat, I muſt in Juſtice to Sir John Cope 
ſay, that if I may preſume to give my weak Opinion upon an Af- 
far of ſuch Conſequenee, the Diſpoſition made by him Yeſterday, 
al the Variations of that Diſpoſition, occaſioned by the Enemy's 
different Movements, his Precaution againſt an Attack in the Night, 
and laſt of all his Diſpoſition to receive them this Morning, will, 
when the Truth ſhall come to be known, be approved of. After 
all that J have ſaid, I think I can in few Words account for our 
Misfortune. The Foot, from the moſt unheard-of Fatality, could 
with Difficulty be prevailed upon to give one Fire, and that a bad 
one; and when that was over, broke, not to be rallied. The 
Dragoons did no better; ſo that in three Minutes, a Battle of ſo 
great Conſequence to our King and Country was loſt.
